His Diſeaſe doth chiefly proceed foam 

Mciancholy, bred by diſtemper of. the 
Stomack, or Spleen; which being crude, ſtays 
in the paſſages of the Arteries and Veins,and 
thereby doth excitegrievous fermentation or 
workings , from whence are ſent vapours 
which affli&t the heart and brain, ec. from 
all which is cauſed malignant and. contagious 
putrefaftion of Melancholy; and thence pro- 
ceed theſe Symptoms, viz. giddinels in the 
head, ſudden fuſhings, heat, and redneſs in 
the faceand body,putrefation and ſtinking 
of the mouth and gums, toothach, ſtinking | 
breath, blackneſs and looſneſs of the reeth,... 
want of digeſtion , much winde, and unſa- | 
voury belchings : and by thick vapoursari- 
ſing from the Hypochoxdria to the Midriff, is 
occalioned obſtructions of Reſpiration, or.

Maladie. There arc many thouſands have

hy the Scarvie (which by miſtake is judged 
the Gont ) is ſoſeldem cured, For thoſe Me- 
dicaments pertinent inthe Goxt, are not the 
very fame in the Scarofe, and conſequently 
Cangot cnre it, Other Genes of the Scurvie, 
are bad fleep and frighttul dreams,a feveriſh 
neat, and fortats towardsthe morning. Some 
have rilivgs in their body, as if ſtung with 
Bees or Waltps, @&c. others have dolours in 
their fide, iinitating thoſe of the Spleer, 
And in thort, it doth appear to a judicious 
eye, with,and i intheſhape of moſt diſeaſes 
as hath been ſufficiently apparcat, not onely 
tomy ſelf, but alſo to ſeveral other Lear- 
'nced and experienced Phyſicians, who with 
me havetraced thjs Diſeaſe, and made exact 
inſpection into its variable dreſſes, for ma- 
ny years together, And we have allo ob- 
{erved, that it is propagated and ſpread a- 
broad 1n theſe parts of the world,more thea 
any uther Diſtcmper whatſoever 3 and by its 
ſundry ſhapes, hath feduced many in their 
Judgement of the diſeaſe.

The Diſcourſe will hardly infed any that 
are not alreiay diſcaicd,orin the leaſt preju- 
dice their reputation: Ard to read it heed- 
fully, is the way to inftrud many in what be- 
fore ihey were jgnorant of, alſo thoſe in 
theſe Diſtempers concerned, will for what I 
have writ,be obliged to with mewell, I {hall 
begin with the ſymproms of thePuX,

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Scabs' or breakings out in the head, neck, 
face, or other parts of the body z Ulcers in 
the throat, mouth, palate, noſe, or privie 
parts, and ſometimes in the legs, with a ge- 
neral indiſpofition of body, Theſe are the 
ſymptoms which uſually go alopg with this 
diſeaſe. 5 | 

Now rightly to diſtinguiſh the pains of the 
POX (from thoſe of ſuchother diſtempers as 
moſt reſemble ir) pleaſe to accept & obſerve 
theſe following Rules, Firſt,the pains of the 
POX are very like thoſe of the Scarvie, ſave 
that theſe of the POX do uſually ſeize the Pa- 
tient in the night 3 and when well warm in 
bed, are then moſt violent. T hey frequently 
continue till towards day , and then vaniſh 
almoſt, if not quite away, until nighr come 
again: onely ſometimes in the day, are felt 
ſome ſharp pains in the head, ſhoulders; arms, 
legs, &c. but are quickly gone again. More- 
over, the pains of the POX are ever between 
the Joynts, and uſually (if the diſeaſe be of 
very long continuance ) thoſe pains do fix 
| Nodes, or hard knobs on the Joynts : bur 
neither of theſe ſymptoms are {o incident to 
the Scurvie. It js ditinguiſhed from the Ar- 
thrites, or Joymt-gout , by its nofturnal do- 
lonrs, or pains in the night : for the pains of 
the Gout, (contrary to thoſe of the POX) are 
often greater tn the day then night, Many 
have joyned with this diicale a confi mng 
| Eicctics 
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over-hot and drying Diet-d:inks , violent 
Purges and Sweats raſhly given to thoſe of 
thin, hot and dry ccnſtitutions : ſuch bodies 
receive the ſame miſchief from an ill-mana- 
ged Salivation or Fluxing : and an Heftick 
thus contracted, for the moſt part, ends in 
the grave; and others by unskilful Fluxings 
have the pockie humours pleatifully raiſed 
into their heads, where (by their corroding 
quality) they too often ulcerate the throat, 
and conſume the palate Spd gums: which 
humours being raiſed, and mixed with a ve- 
nomous and i!1- -prepared Mercurial Medi- 
cine, do alſo poyſon and level the Noſe, and 
beger all thoſe diſhonourable and fatal con- 
ſequences of this foul Diſeaſe, 


The Symptoms and Effed; of the Gonorrhza, 
or Running of ah Reins, 

His Diſeaſe is known by an Iſſue from 

the Privities, not of Seed, (as by ſome 
ſuppoſed) bur of a virulent matter, which 
ottegulcerates the Urinary paſlage,and cau- 
ſeth Carbuncles to grow in the Yard, from 
whence is ſent corrupt matters which falling 
by parcels, r-ſembles ſmall pieces of fleſh. 
The Patient hath a ſcalding heat, ſharpneſs 
and pain in making Urine, which ſometimes 
comes away by drops 4 there 15 allo a great 
pain in erection of the Yard, Theſe ars the

The EffeQts are many times the Por, to 
which 'tis ſomewhat related $ but is chiefly 
brought in by ſuch as unskilfully attempt to 
cure the Diſcaſe; whoſe practice it is (with- 
_ out reſpect to their Patients health, or their 
own credit ) with all ſpeed to obſtruct the 
fue at the Privities, from whence the viru- 
tent matter Immediately mounts into the Li- 
ver, and other principal parts, where it infal- 
Itbly vitiates the Bloud, and confirms a POX, 
that yeeidsto no ſlight Cure ; and ſometimes 
from an 1l]-magaged Cure, is left reſident 
with the Patient an immedicable Gleeting, 
'&*c. and many are the miſchiefts brought up- 
ontne Patient by 111-prepared Mercurial Me- 
dicaments, &c. : 

I thought to have given you the cauſes of 
the POX, and Gornorrhea, or Running of the 
Reins : but the chict of them being already 
well enough known to proceed from Vene- 
real embraces, it would þe a kinde of Joſt la- 
bour to inſert them here.

kills the Patient. 1n ſhort, *ctis the opinion of 
our Age, grounded upon ſubſtantial proofs, 
that Worms, and their effe&ts, have conducted 
more people to their graves, then any one 
Diſtemper whatſoever, And therefore you 
that ſuſpe@& them in your ſelves, make much

T he ſjgnes of this Diſeaſe, are a 
pale and greeniſh colour inthe face, the face 
and eyebrows ſwelled,eſpecially after ſleeps 
the heart beats and fainteth, the ſtomack 
ſwelledz they loath meat, and the breath is 
ſhort 3 they ſometimes vomit 5 they have 
thirſt, headach, and are often melancholy z 
they are ſwelled about their ankles and feet, 
and care not much to ſtir, eſpecially up 
ſtairs, or an hill. The continuance of this 
diſeaſe brings long Fevers, Barrenneſs,great 
watry Swellings, and the Dropſie : Some 
have a Schirrws or Tumour, and waſting 1n 
their Liver 3 others, by oppreſiion of the 
heart,die ſuddenly; and many fall into Con- 
ſumptions, which end in death. Note, that 
oreat caution ought to be uſed 1n Bleeding 
any Maid inthe Arm, before ſhe have had 
her Monthly Vifitsz but if an urgent occaſion 
call for Bloud-letting , then rather breathe 
d Vein ia the ankle. By following this ad- 
vice, you ſhall mpſt certainly prevent the 
death of fome, and many diſeaſes 1n others;
